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NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Withdrawal  of  D.D.   Authorities.— The 

[ome  Secretary  has  withdrawn  from  John 
orrest  Hinksman,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  180  Somp- 
ng  Road,  Worthing,  Sussex,  his  authorities 
nder  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  regu- 
itions. 

Coal  Saved  by  Industrial  Restrictions. — 

he  amount  of  coal  saved  as  a  result  of  the 
5  per  cent,  cut  in  gas  and  10  per  cent,  cut 
1  electricity  supplies  imposed  on  industrial 
ndertakings  in  April  is  estimated  by  the 
linistry  of  Fuel  at  200,000  tons.  Hunc^reds 
f  firms  are  stated  to  have  reported  to  the 
linistry  that  they  have  been  able  to  achieve 
he  necessary  saving  with  small  effect  on 
utput. 

Training  in  Export. — A  first  complete 
curse  of  training  for  export  arranged  by 
tie  Institute  of  Export  is  now  available, 
nd  examinations  are  to  be  held  regularly  in 
ondon  and  many  provincial  centres.  The 
yllabus  can  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary 
the  Institute,  Royal  Empire  Society 
buildings,  NorthumberlandAvenue,  London, 
V.C.2.    The  Institute  takes  the  view  that 


old  methods  of  protective  tariffs,  dumping, 
import  prohibitions,  etc.,  which  procured  a 
temporary  easement  of  difficulties  for  indi- 
vidual nations  at  the  expense  of  the  rest  of 
the  world,  have  proved  disadvantageous. 
The  post-war  national  income  from  invisible 
exports  is  estimated  to  become  some 
^200  million  per  annum  less  than  it  was 
before  the  war. 

Free  Medical  Education  Recommended. — 

In  a  report  on  medical  education,  issued  on 
May  2,  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
recommends  free  university  education  as  a 
means  of  widening  the  field  of  selection  of 
candidates  to  the  medical  profession.  It  is 
urged  that  suitability  for  entry  as  a  student 
should  be  judged  by  academic  ability 
measured  by  school  record  and  examina- 
tion, and  by  character  and  personality. 
Before  entry  to  a  university  the  student 
should  produce  evidence  of  attaining  a 
standard  in  chemistry,  physics  and  biology 
at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  present  credit 
standing  in  the  Schools  Certificate.  Two 
final  examinations  are  also  recommended, 
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the  first  to  license  a  student  to  practise 
under  supervision  in  hospital,  the  second, 
to  be  taken  at  the  end  of  a  resident  year, 
testing  his  practical  ability  and  licensing 
him  to  practise  independently. 

Mustard  Gas  Fatality. — Burns  from  mus- 
tard gas  from  a  container  picked  up  on  the 
seashore  at  a  place  in  South  Wales  caused 
the  death  recently  of  a  child.  Ten  other 
persons  who  handled  the  container  suffered 
severe  burns. 

Patulin.^ — In  the  House  of  Commons  on 
May  4,  Mr.  Attlee  (Lord  President  of  the 
Council)  said  clinical  trials  of  patulin  had 
been  in  progress  in  industrial  establish- 
ments and  schools.  Results  were  being 
analysed,  and  it  was  hoped  to  make  a 
statement  at  an  early  date.  Unless  there 
was  definite  evidence  of  its  value  it  would 
not  be  justifiable  under  existing  conditions 
to  encourage  production  on  a  large  scale. 

National  Association  of  Pharmacists  Sug- 
gested.—At  a  meeting  of  the  Leeds  Branch 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  held 
recently,  Mr.  W.  E.  Phillipson,  speaking  on 
"A  Policy  for  Pharmacists,"  advocated 
unity  amongst  all  sections  of  the  profession, 
and  went  on  "  Th^is  can  only  be  done  by  the 
formation  of  a  National  Association  of 
Pharmacists,  which  would  in  no  way  inter- 
fere with  the  special  functions  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  or  the  trade  unions." 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. — 
Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  to  hold  the  annual 
meeting  in  London  on  Tuesday,  July  ii. 
Confirmation  of  the  date  and  particulars  of 
the  day's  programme  will  be  published  so 
soon  as  the  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted. Meanwhile,  the  secretaries  ask 
members  intending  to  submit  papers  for 
the  Science  Sessions  to  send  in  the  titles  of 
their  papers  so  soon  as  possible.  Authors 
should  bear  in  mind  that  the  papers  are 
printed  and  circulated  before  the  meeting, 
and  must  be  received  in  good  time  to  enable 
this  to  be  done.  Papers  should  therefore  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  secretaries  not  later  than 
June  5- 

North  Staffs  Branch  Annual  Meeting. — 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Sta£fs 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  on  April  20  unanimously  elected  Mr.

Distribution  of  Penicillin. — The  following

The 
iommittee  has  also  provided  smaller 
ipplies  for  specific  clinical  purposes  to 
purteen  other  centres  ;  and  sixteen  further 
rejects  for  particular  forms  of  study  were 
pproved  at  a  recent  meeting.  .  .  .  No 
roposal  for  any  promising  investigation  has 
een  rejected  owing  to  shortage  of  supply. 
1  some  of  the  institutions  work  has  not 
een  in  progress  for  long  enough  to  justify 
ublication  of  results,  but  several  reports 
ave  been  issued  and  others  are  in  prospect, 
uch  reports  are  of  a  technical  nature  and 
re  more  for  the  consideration  of  the  medical 
rofession  than  of  Ministers. 

Deputy  Secretary  at  Nottingham. — In  an 

ddress  recently  to  the  Nottingham  Branch 
f  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  sub- 
;ct  of  the  White  Paper  on  a  national  health 
srvice,  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (deputy  secretary 
f  the  Society)  said  the  proposed  scheme 
'Quid  shift  the  centre  of  gravity  in  regard 
3  medical  attention,  in  that  this  would  be 
iven  predominantly  as  a  public  service 


instead  of  as  a  result  of  private  arrange- 
ment. Such  a  change  involved  extensive 
and  complicated  organisational  arrange- 
ments. The  speaker  criticised  the  absence 
of  special  machinery  for  dealing  with  the 
pharmaceutical  side  of  the  service,  and 
made  reference  to  the  proposal  that 
pharmacy  should  have  its  own  advisory 
and  executive  organisation.  The  White 
Paper  justified  the  case  put  forward,  and 
there  was  little  doubt  that  its  essential 
features  would  be  retained  in  any  proposals 
now  put  forward  by  the  Society,  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  Pharmaceu- 
tical Standing  Committee  for  Scotland. 
Mr.  Adams  said  it  was  interesting  to  note 
that  in  an  appendix  on  "The  Remuneration 
of  General  Practitioners,"  the  Government 
recognised  that  a  different  criterion  from 
that  adopted  under  National  Health 
Insurance  would  be  required.  The  position 
of  pharmacists  called  no  less  for  a  revision 
of  the  system  of  payment. 

Report  on  Veterinary  Education. — The 
Committee  on  Veterinary  Education  in 
Great  Britain  has  recently  issued  a  second 
report  (the  first  was  in  1938).  Accepting 
an  estimate  of  220  as  the  number  of 
veterinary  surgeons  needed  each  year,  and 
admitting  that  members  qualified  recently 
have  reached  only  about  190  annually,  the 
Committee  nevertheless  considers  it  un- 
desirable to  expand  the  four  existing  schools 
at  London,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow  and  Liver- 
pool. It  urges  that  the  best  possible  training 
for  veterinary  surgeons  can  be  secured  only 
by  persuading  universities  to  undertake 
the  responsibility,  and  recommends  that 
the  London,  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
schools  should  be  placed  within  univer- 
sities, and  new  schools  located  at  Cambridge 
and  Bristol.  Veterinary  students  should 
be  given  full  university  status,  with  a  degree 
in  veterinary  medicine  a  registrable  quali- 
fication. At  present  the  sole  body  legally 
empowered  to  grant  a  licence  to  practise 
is  the  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons, 
which  .  admits  only  students  who  have 
studied  at  an  affiliated  school,  no  exemption 
being  granted  even  to  those  who  take  a 
university  course  in  the  subject.  It  is 
proposed  that  the  Royal  College  of  Veter- 
inary Surgeons  should  remain,  through  its 
Council,  the  governing  body  of  the  pro- 
fession, and  given  powers  corresponding 
to  those  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 
Membership  of  the  College  would  continue 
to  be  a  licence  to  practise,  but  the  right 
would  be  open  also  to  those  with  a  university 
veterinary  degree  recognised  by  the  Privy 
Council.

Faulty  Hot-water  Bottle. — At  Liverpool 
Assizes,  on  April  20,  damages  amounting 
to  £350  were  awarded  to  Mrs.  Mary  Whitty, 
a  patient  in  the  Whiston  Infirmary  (a 
hospital  under  the  Lancashire  County 
Council)  for  injuries  received  as  a  result  of 
scalds  from  a  washer-less  hot- water  bottle. 

Unlawful  Supply  of  Morphine. — At  Ealing, 
on  April  20,  Violet  Sampson,  aged  forty-two, 
Heathfield,  Sussex,  was  fined  £20  for  unlaw- 
fully procuring  twelve  J-gr.  tablets  of  mor- 
phine, and  ^5  for  unlawfully  supplying  the 
morphine  to  Dr.  C.  Toner.  Detective- 
sergeant  Garrod  stated  that  Sampson  was 
engaged  at  St.  Barnard's  Emergency  Hos- 
pital, Southall ;  inquiries  to  trace  the  doctor 
had  proved  unsuccessful. 

Sale  Subject  to  Other  Purchase. — At 
Radcliffe,  Lanes,  on  May  2,  Waller  &  Riley, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Bolton,  were  fined  £10,  with 
£5  5s.  costs,  for  offering  for  sale  controlled 
goods  subject  to  the  purchase  of  other 
goods  at  their  shop  in  Blackburn  Street, 
Radcliffe.  A  customer  gave  evidence  that 
she  asked  for  razor  blades  and  was  told  if 
she  wanted  the  three-hole  variety  she  would 
have  to  buy  something  in  addition.  She 
complained  to  the  police. 

Employee's  Thefts  from  Chemist. — At 
Slough,  Bucks,  on  April  27,  Nancy  Mathias, 
shop  assistant,  was  bound  over  for  two 
years  for  stealing  money  (stated  to  total 
^250  taken  during  two  years),  and  articles 
worth  £12  los.  from  her  employer,  a  Slough 
chemist.  The  vice-chairman  of  the  Bench 
stated:  "We  do  not  feel  a  great  deal  of 
sympathy  with  the  tradesman  who  has 
lost  this  money.  He  cannot  have  been 
looking  after  his  business  very  well." 

Opium  Tied  Round  Waist. — At  Ellesmere 
Port,  on  April  19,  Kong  Jong  and  Chan  Tai, 
Chinese  seamen,  were  charged  on  remand 
with  knowingly  unshipping  i  lb.  14  oz.  of 
raw  opium  at  a  North-west  port  with  intent 
to  avoid  customs'  payments.  Both  pleaded 
guilty.  Prosecutor  for  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  said  Tai  and  Jong  were  found  to 
have  forty-six  sticks  of  opium  tied  round 
their  waists.  The  men  bought  the  opium  in 
Persia  for  about  £5  los.  The  men  were  each 
fined  ^10,  with  £3  8s.  6d.  total  costs. 

Phenobarb  tone  in  Beer. — At  Bow  Street, 
London,  police  court,  recently,  John 
Harcourt  Stensby-Pickford,  Carlton  House 
Terrace,  S.W.i,  appeared  on  charges  of 
attempting  to  administer  a  stupefying 
drug  to  a  flying-officer.  It  was  alleged  that 
on  March  14,  Stensby-Pickford  got  into 


conversation  with  a  flying-officer  at  a  West 
End  club  and  gave  him  a  glass  of  beer  in 
which  he  had  put  some  phenobarbitone. 
When  arrested,  defendant  had  in  his 
possession  a  bottle  of  the  beer  containing 
the  drug  and  admitted  that  he  had  done  the 
same  thing  to  three  other  officers.  Stensby- 
Pickford  pleaded  not  guilty  and  reserved 
his  defence.  He  was  committed  for  trial 
but  allowed  bail  in  £50  on  condition  that 
he  went  to  a  nursing-home. 

£50  Fine  for  Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — 
A  test  purchase  of  sedative  tablets  contain- 
ing allylisopropyl-acetyl-urea  resulted  in 
Thomas  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Chapel  Street, 
London,  W.i,  being  fined  a  total  of  £70, 
with  £5  5s.  costs,  at  Marylebone,  London,' 
police  court  recently.  Three  summonses 
alleged  the  sale  of  poison  by  an  unauthor- 
ised or  unqualified  person ;  sale  to  a  person 
unknown  to  the  seller,  and  sale  in  a  packet 
not  bearing  the  seller's  name  and  address. 
An  inspector  found  an  unqualified  chemist 
in  charge  and  possessing  the  keys  to  the 
poisons  cupboard,  and  told  him  that  a 
qualified  man  should  be  there.  Three  daysi 
later  another  inspector  bought  a  packet  of 
the  sedative  without  producing  a  prescrip-: 
tion  or  giving  her  name  and  address.  Thei 
solicitor  defending  said  that  the  tablets' 
were  an  ordinary,  normal  sort  of  sleeping 
draught.  The  assistant  left  in  charge  when  ' 
Mr.  Thomas,  a  qualified  chemist,  could  not 
be  present,  he  said,  was  man  of  fifteen  i 
years'  experience.  !

and  were  therefore  not  correctly  labelled  j!i 
in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.    Other  offences  related  to  mention  of  ,  ] 
the  condition  "consumption"  on  the  label,  ^4 
contrary  to  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  I 
Act,  1941.   The  Council  tuberculosis  officer 
said,  "  I  think  it  is  a  menace  to  the  health 
of  the  community  that  stuff  like  this  should 
be  circulated  as  a  cure  for  consumption.  It  j 
might    have    some    temporary    effect  in 
loosening  a  cough  but  it  would  not  cure  the 
basic  cause  of  the  cough,  and  taking  the 
stuff  might  delay  a  person  visiting  the 
doctor." 
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utline  and  Detail 

Your  editorial  article  on  the  published 
utline  of  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
ervice  (p.  495)  materially  helps  us  to 
isualise  that  outline  more  clearly  than 
'hen  it  first  appeared.  The  help  is  welcome, 
)r  the  scheme  is  not  particularly  easy  to 
rasp.  At  this  early  stage  it  may  suffice  to 
ill  attention  to  one  feature,  by  asking 
hether  so  many  administrative  bodies  as 
re  proposed  are  necessary.  While  there  is 
o  obvious  need  to  make  the  pharmaceu- 
cal  service  a  replica  of  the  medical  service, 
lere  is  also  no  need,  I  think,  to  give  it  a 
lore  elaborate  structure  or  framework, 
he  administrative  organisation  suggested 
)r  the  medical  service  on  pp.  48-51  of  the 
rovernment  White  Paper  provides  func- 
ions  for  the  Minister  of  Health,  a  consulta- 
Lve  Central  Health  Services  Council,  a 
entral  Medical  Board,  and  Local  Health 
ervices  Councils.  The  last-named  bodies 
all  have  the  duty  of  advising  joint  au thori- 
tes, county  councils  and  county  borough 
ouncils.  If  this  arrangement  will  suffice 
DT  the  medical  service,  it  is  not  clear  why 
urther  differentiation  of  function  (C.  6-  D., 
i-pril  29,  pp.  471-72)  should  be  required  in 
tie  pharmaceutical  service.  This  will,  no 
oubt,  be  one  of  the  matters  raised  in  the 
ourse  of  the  meetings  of  delegates  an- 
lounced  on  pp.  492-93.  However  adverse 
ravelling  conditions  may  be  in  these  times, 
ach  N.H.I,  dispensing  area  will,  I  trust, 
>e  represented  at  these  important  conf er- 
nces.  The  more  experience  the  delegates 
an  draw  upon,  the  less  likely  are  they  to 
iverlook  the  difference  between  a  contract 
lade  by  independent  contracting  parties 
nd  one  made  by  masters  with  servants. 

Itudents'  Resolutions 

The  two-day  conference  of  the  British 
r'harmaceutical  Students'  Association  (pp. 
)00-oi)  resulted  in  the  passing  of  a  dozen 
)r  more  resolutions  covering  the  world  of 
)harm,acy  almost  "from  China  to  Peru." 
Awhile  wisely  declining  "to  formulate  a 
jolicy  as  to  the  future  of  the  qualifying 
jxaminations,"  the  conference  had  much 
:o  say  about  apprenticeship.  One  ex- 
perienced speaker  thought  it  should  be 
ibolished ;  others  that  a  duration  of  more 
than  two  years  for  it  "  amounted  to  exploi- 
tation." The  general  view  may  be  inferred 
from  the  resolution  that  the  minimum 
period  should  be  a  year  and  the  maximum 
two  years.  It  is  best  not  to  be  hasty  in  thus 
limiting   a  system  that  has  proved  its 


usefulness  during  several  centuries.  While 
it  may  be  agreed  that  a  youth  who  enters 
on  an  apprenticeship  fortified  with  the 
successful  result  of  an  examination  can 
learn  what  is  requisite  in  less  time  than 
that  formerly  laid  down  as  an  average, 
human  beings  differ  so  much  in  power  to 
co-ordinate  hand  and  brain  that  I  should 
decline  to  vote  for  a  maximum  period  of 
two  years  as  a  hard  and  fast  rule  in  appren- 
ticeship. With  this  question  of  duration  is 
linked  that  of  "exploitation."  After  all, 
the  proprietor  who  undertakes  to  train 
apprentices  is  not  doing  so  as  an  exercise 
in  the  virtue  of  charity:  he  or  she  looks 
for  a  reasonably  good  result  in  terms  of 
efficiency.  The  statement  that  the  standard 
of  dispensing  among  students  is  "regret- 
tably low"  calls  for  attention  and  action  by 
educational  authorities.  Even  after  making 
allowance  for  the  personal  factor  no  student 
should  proceed  to  an  examination  without 
acquiring  average  proficiency. 

Magnesium  Trisilicate 

Your  reference  to  magnesium  trisilicate 
on  p.  483  recalls  the  pharmaceutical  history 
of  this  interesting  substance.  Put  "on  the 
map"  as  an  antacid  and  adsorbent  by  Dr. 
Nathan  Mutch  early  in  1936  ("British 
Medical  Journal,"  39 16-39 18),  it  was  the 
subject  of  a  monograph  at  the  meeting  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in 
that  year.  Dr.  Mutch  emphasised  the  slow- 
ness of  its  therapeutic  action  and  the  free- 
dom from  undesired  secondary  effects.  In 
the  discussion  of  the  Conference  paper  a 
speaker  remarked  that  magnesium  trisili- 
cate was  to  be  preferred  to  magnesium  car- 
bonate, not  only  from  a  chemical  standpoint 
but  also  on  the  ground  tjiat  carbonates 
could  be  dangerous  in  certain  conditions  of 
the  stomach  and  heart.  A  reading  of  that 
discussion  raises  a  doubt  whether  the  com- 
pound powder  of  magnesium  trisilicate  in 
the  Second  Supplement  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex,  adopted  in  the  War 
Emergency  Formulary,  has  been  devised 
with  due  consideration  of  the  effect  desired. 
This  powder,  it  will  be  remembered,  consists 
of  equal  parts  of  magnesium  trisilicate, 
sodium  bicarbonate,  heavy  magnesium 
carbonate  and  chalk.  Is  not  the  preparation 
really  an  old  "triple  carbonate"  with  a 
modicum  of  added  magnesium  trisilicate? 
It  may,  indeed,  be  suggested  that  a  better 
result  would  be  obtained  by  increasing  the 
percentage  of  the  principal  ingredient  and 
reducing  that  of  the  others  Xroyser

/-\  the  departmental  managers  and  rep- 
JL  X  resentative  staff  of  R.  Sumner  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Hanover  Street,  Liverpool,  enter- 
tained their  managing  director  (Mr.  R. 
Whitfield)  to  dinner.  The  occasion  was  the 
completion  of  100  years'  development  of 
one  of  the  oldest  drug  houses  in  the  north 
of  England.  Both  the  nature  of  the  celebra- 
tion and  the  fact  that  it  was  made  the 
opportunity  of  a  presentation  to  Mr.  Whit- 
field bear  witness 
to  the  "personal 
touch"  that  char- 
acterises the  com- 
pany's activities 
as  much  today  as 
throughout  its 
history. 

Mr.  H.  J.  By- 
grave,  the  Com- 
pany's South 
Wales  representa- 
tive, gave  the  clue

Thil 
works  manager  ex 
pressed  the  warn 
hope  of  all  his  col 
leagues  that  th^. 
guest  of  honour' 
that  evening  would 
be  spared  to  guide 
the  company  for  many  years  to  come. 

Fully  to  appreciate  the  cordiality  that 
exists  between  directors  and  staff  in  this 
century-old  company,  it  is  necessary  to 
know  something  of  its  history  and  tradition. ^ 
The  headquarters  was  not,  of  course,  always 
at  Hanover  Street.  The  founder,  Mr.  Robert 
Sumner,  established  the  business  as  a  pri-j 
vate  firm  of  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
chemists  at  premises  situated  in  Lordi 
Street,  Liverpool,  in  a  year  in  which,  to  givej 
a  proper  perspective  to  the  conditions  existi 
ing  a  century  ago,  adhesive  envelopes  were' 
used  for  the  first  time  in  correspondence! 
instead  of  sealing  wax.  For  some  thirty 
years  from  1844,  during  which  the  founder 
was  succeeded  by  his  two  sons,  Edward  and 
Robert,  the  business  remained  exclusively 
an  affair  of  the  Sumner  family.  Then  first 
Mr.  Arthur  Major  Hugill,  Ph.C,  and  later 
Mr.  John  Overton  were  taken  into  partner- 
ship. Together  the  four  partners  directed 
the  firm's  destinies  until  the  retirement  of  j 
Edward  and  Robert  Sumner. 

"  Family  "  Tradition  Continues 

Under  the  capable  guidance  of  Mr.  Hugill 
and  Mr.  Overton  the  firm  continued  to 
expand  throughout  the  nineteenth  century, 
and  in  1900  it  was  converted  into  a  limited 
liability  company,  with  the  partners  as 
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joint  managing  directors.  By  19 14  the  fact 
had  become  uncomfortably  evident  that 
the  Lord  Street  premises  were  no  longer 
adequate,  and  removal  was  therefore  made 
to  more  extensive  premises  in  Hanover 
Street,  the  present  address  of  the  company. 
The  war  of  191 4-1 8  brought  its  inevitable 
difficulties  of  short  staffs  and  high  pressure, 
with  the  result  that  no  adequate  "log"  of 
the  period  is  in  existence,  but  immediately 
after  the  war  Mr.  Percy  Overton  (a  son  of 
Mr.  John  Overton)  and  Mr.  Gordon  Morum 
(a  nephew  of  Mr.  A.  M.  Hugill),  both  of 
whom  had  been  on  active  service  during  the 
war,  were  appointed  directors.  Further 
changes  in  the  constitution  of  the  board 
were  made  necessary  in  1922,  when  Mr. 
Hugill  died,  and  again  in  1930,  when  Mr. 
Morum  resigned  his  directorship.  These 
changes  left  the  management  in  the  hands  of 
Messrs.  John  and  Percy  Overton,  but  in 
1933  Mr.  W.  M.  Blackwood,  who  had  been 
an  employee  0/  the  company  since  1901 
and  manager  for  many  years,  and  Mr.  R. 
Whitfield,  secretary  of  the  company,  were 
elected  to  the  board.  Unfortunately  the 
company  was  to  suffer,  within  a  short  period 
of  years,  further  losses  from  its  board.  Mr. 
Percy  Overton  died  in  December  1933,  and 
his  father,  Mr.  John  Overton,  survived  him 
only  until  August  in  the  following  year, 
when  he  passed  away  at  the  mature  age  of 
eighty-two,  after  having  devoted  well  over 
fifty  years  of  his  life  to  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  the  company.  In  these 
difficult  circumstances  Messrs.  Blackwood 
and  Whitfield  became  joint  managing  direc- 
tors, and  they  were  joined  on  the  Board  in 
1937  t>y  Dr.  R.  E.  Overton,  second  son  of 
the  late  Mr.  John  Overton.  Dr.  Overton  is 
at  present  with  the  Armed  Forces. 

Welfare  Provisions 

By  a  further  misfortune  Mr.  Blackwood 
died  in  the  latter  part  of  1937,  leaving  Mr. 
Whitfield,  the  guest  of  honour  in  the  present 
celebrations,  in  active  control  of  the  com- 
pany as  managing  director.  Throughout 
this  story  of  many  vicissitudes  one  factor 
has  remained  constant.  Relationship  be- 
tween executive  and  staff  has  invariably 
been  of  the  happiest,  and  to  this  day  follows 
the  lines  of  the  best  traditional  family  busi- 
nesses. The  importance  attached  to  the 
welfare  of  the  staff  is  evidenced  by  the  in- 
auguration, in  1937,  of  the  pensions  scheme 
already  referred  to.  Under  the  terms  of  this 
arrangement  pensions  are  provided  for  male 
employees  at  the  retirement  age  of  sixty-five 
and  for  female  employees  at  sixty,  while 
the  lives  of  all  males  are  insured  for  a  lump 


sum   payable  to   dependants  should  th 
employee  die  before  he  reaches  retiring  ag< 
Today  the  activities  of  the  compan 
cover  every  branch  of  the  pharmaceutics 
profession.     Among  the  firm's  specialitie 
may  be  mentioned  three  typical  and  widel 
different  proprietaries :    Vitasac,  a  scier 
tifically  prepared  baby  food  which  forrr 
the  basis  of  an  innovation  in  infant  feeding 
Solution  D,  famous  as  the  original  vapoi;

in  ships'  hygiene ;  and  Vitamin  Malt,  whic^ , 
the  makers  proudly  proclaim  to  be  the  oriEll 
inal  malt  preparation  containing  vitamiflB 
A,  B,  C,  and  D.   Both  at  home  and  in  oveiH 
seas  markets  also  the  demand   for  thlj 
company's  specialities  is  keen.    With  thm 
passing  of  the  years,  the  business  has  bell 
extended  to  include  comprehensive  whollB 
sale  proprietary  and  sundries  departmentiB 
including  a  regional  wholesale  agency  for  in

Centenary  Bonus  I 

From  the  saga  which  has  been  unfoldeH 
it  is  clear  that  the  company's  centenarH 
has  been  celebrated  in  a  most  fitting  wajH 
A  feature  of  the  celebrations  has  been  thll 
distribution,  to  every  member  of  the  stafH 
of  a  bonus  based  on  years  of  service.  Pre 
vision  has  also  been  made  for  those  member; 
totalling  over  sixty  employees  of  both  sexes 
who  are  at  present  in  the  various  Services 

It  was  against  this  background  of  friendl 
relations  then,  that  Mr.  W^hitfield  responded 
to  the  toast  with  which  his  name  wa 
coupled.  He  was  able  to  express  his  thanks 
not  only  for  what  he  termed  "this  ver 
handsome  gift,"  but  also  for  the  very  ide 
of  holding  the  function — a  suggestion  whic 
emanated  from  the  staff.

STRYCHNINE  WARNING 

Misunderstandings  resulting  from  re- 
cent amendments  to  the  Poisons  Rules 
governing  the  supply  of  strychnine  have 
caused  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  draw  attention  to  the  conditions 
of  sale  and  to  emphasise  that  irregularities 
in  connexion  with  the  sale  of  this  alkaloid 
must  be  regarded  as  serious.  Strychnine 
includes  strychnine  in  nux  vomica  and  in 
preparations  such  as  solution  of  strychnine 
hydrochloride.    Strychnine  may  be  sold  : — 

(1)  as  an  ingredient  in  a  medicine  for  human 
or  veterinary  use ; 

(2)  by  way  of  wholesale  dealing; 

(3)  for  export ; 

(4)  to  a  pharmacist,  hospital,  doctor  or  veter- 
inary surgeon  for  use  in  dispensing; 

(5)  for  education,  research  or  analysis ; 

(6)  for  killing  moles  and  seals,  subject  to 
certain  conditions. 

It  is  unlawful  to  sell  strychnine  for  the 
destruction  of  rats,  mice  or  other  .vermin. 
The- statutory  conditions  are  contained  in 
the  amended  Rule  15  of  the  Poisons  Rules, 
and  include  the  following  : — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  or  supply  strych- 
nine except  as  an  ingredient  in  a  medicine. 

Provided  that  this  Rule  shall  not  apply  to  the 
sale  Of  strychnine — 

(a)  by  way  of  wholesale  dealing ;  or 

(&)  to  be  exported  to  purchasers  outside  the 
United  Kingdom;  or 

(c)  for  the  purpose  of  being  compounded  in 
medicines  prescribed  or  administered  by  a  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner  or  registered 
veterinary  surgeon.

C.P.W.C.  Ignored  and 
Overruled

We 
eve  this  opinion  formed  the  basis  of  the' 
test  submitted  by  the  Central  Pharma- 
tical  War  Committee  to  the  Ministry  of 
>our  and  National  Service  ;  further,  that 
as  supported  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Ministry  of  Labour  resisted  the  sub- 
sion  that  it  was  in  the  national  interest 


that  "  1923  drug  women"  should  be  exempt 
from  call-up  and,  we  believe,  because  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  continued  objection 
to  this  decision  the  matter  was  eventually 
dealt  with  in  the  highest  levels  of  Govern- 
ment. The  Ministry  of  Labour's  decision 
was  upheld,  with  the  result  that  some 
further  478  experienced  and  reliable  women 
assistants  are  to  be  taken  out  of  pharmacy. 

The  1942  Agreement 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1942  the 
C.P.W.C.  and  the  District  Committees 
came  to  an  agreement  with  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  to  the  effect  that,  provided  men 
pharmacists  were  released  for  the  Forces 
or  for  national  service  in  satisfactory 
numbers,  women  assistants  would  not  be 
called  up.  It  was  because  of  this  agreement 
that  pharmacists  all  over  the  country 
immediately  engaged  and  trained  suitable 
women,  being  assured  they  would  not  be 
taken.  That  the  C.P.W.C.  certainly  kept  to 
its  part  of  the  bargain  was  confirmed  by  the 
Joint  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  (Mr.  McCorquodale) , 
who  stated  in  the  course  of  the  debate : 
"My  hon.  Friend  the  member  for  Putney 
(Mr;  Linstead)  has  been  Secretary  of  the 
C.P.W.C,  and  I  should  like  to  pay  my 
tribute  and  the  tribute  of  the  department 
I  represent  to  the  admirable  and  helpful 
work  done  by  that  committee  in  the  war 
effort."  The  Ministry  of  Labour,  for  its 
part,  readily  admitted  the  arbitrary  cut, 
Mr.  McCorquodale  stating  "this  decision 
having  been  taken,  it  was  not  possible  to 
consult,  in  the  full  meaning  of  the  term, 
the  C.P.W.C."  The  first  intimation  of  this 
development  received  by  the  C.P.W.C.  was 
a  Press  notice  that  the  women  in  question 
were  to  be  withdrawn  from  pharmacy. 
There  had  been  no  consultation  with  the 
C.P.W.C.  in  the  slightest  meaning  of  that 
term,  the  Committee  having  been  entirely 
ignored. 

The  agreement  of  1942 — the  foundation  of 
the  method  employed  by  the  C.P.W.C.  in 
releasing  men  for  the  Forces — had  been 
torn  up.  It  can  be  said  without  fear  of 
contradiction  that  had  the  C.P.W.C.  the 
slightest  idea  that  the  1942  agreement 
with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  was  to  be 
treated  as  a  scrap  of  paper  in  1944  they 
would  certainly  have  come  to  very  different 
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decisions  on  a  substantial  number  of  appli- 
cations for  deferment  of  men.  Hundreds  of 
men  pharmacists  and  assistants  have  been 
directed  to  join  the  Forces  or  into  national 
service  solely  because  in  their  cases  there 
were  women  assistants  with  sufficient 
knowledge  and  experience  to  carry  on. 

Call-up  of  Other  Classes 

In  the  course  of  the  Parliamentary  debate 
an  assurance  was  asked  for  from  the  Joint 
Parliamentary  Secretary  on  behalf  of  the 
C.P.W.C.  "that  it  can  rely  upon  the  support 
of  his  Ministry  in  the  future  and  that  there 
will  not  be  the  call-up  of  these  other  classes 
[later  age  groups]  of  women  drug  hands 
without  previous  consultation  with  us." 
The  reply  given  was  to  the  effect  that  at 
the  moment  no  such  action  was  contem- 
plated, but  if  in  future  it  became  necessary 
to  alter  these  arrangements  the  Ministry 
would  make  every  endeavour  both  to 
inform  the  C.P.W.C.  and  consult  them. 
So  in  due  course  drug  women  born  in  1924, 
1925  and  later  years  may  be  called  up. 
Pharmacists  concerned  with  applications 
for  deferment,  and  particularly  the 
C.P.W.C.  when  carrying  out  its  duties, 
should  keep  this  pronouncement  well 
in  mind. 

The  country  will  certainly  be  most 
fortunate  if  it  goes  through  the  sixth  winter 
of  the  war  without  suffering  the  scourge  of 
some  widespread  epidemic.

of  Labour]  should  be  much  to  blame  if  in 
any  part  of  the  country  the  supply  and 
distribution  of  drugs  and  medicines  broke 
down  because  of  our  action."

Eve  of  the  Poll 

If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  "election  fever," 
it  is  a  condition  from  which  the  pharma- 
ceutical electorate  appears  to  have  remained 
immune  in  the  present  Council  election. 
Apart  from  a  short  burst  of  activity  when 
the  voting  papers  were  issued,  all  has  been 
quiet,  and  candidates  who  have  endeav- 
oured to  whip  up  enthusiasm  appear  to 
have  found  the  going  rather  heavy. 

Anticlimax 

While  conceding  the  necessity  of  allowing 
pharmacists  in  the  Services  an  opportunity 
to  vote  (and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  worth- 
while number  have  taken  advantage  of  it) 
we  may  suggest  that,  if  similar  conditions 
recur,  some  machinery  should  be  devised 
of  holding  back  the  papers  of  home  voters 
until  nearer  the  election  date.  To  send 
them  out  at  the  beginning  of  February, 
when  they  are  not  to  be  counted  until  May 
17-18,  involves  either  early  completion  and  a 
long  period  of  anticlimax,  or  retention  by 
the  voter,  with  risk  of  loss  or  forgetfulness. 
Members  who  attend  the  annual  meeting 
will  also  be  disappointed  that  the  results 
of  the  election  will  not  be  made  known  this 
year  on  the  day  of  the  meeting. 

However,  there  is  every  reason  to  be 
optimistic  that  next  year  will  see  a  return 
to  conditions  more  nearly  approaching  the 
normal,  so  far  as  elections  are  concerned, 
and  in  the  meantime  we  urge  members  of 
the  Society  who  have  not  yet  voted  to 
ferret  out  their  voting  paper  from  their 
accumulated  correspondence  or  try  and 
remember  the  "safe  place"  in  which  they 
put  it  in  February.  The  papers  must  reach 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  not 
later  than  noon  on  Wednesday,  May  17. 
If  every  voter  uses  his  franchise  there  will 
be  no  danger— such  as  might  otherwise 
exist — of  one  or  more  of  the  very  numerous 
candidates  being  returned  on  a  comparative 
handful  of  votes.

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PLYMOUTH  DISCUSSES  REMUNERATION 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Plymouth  Panel 
chemists,  called  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  the  questionnaire  issued  by  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  on  the 
White  Paper  on  health  services  was  dis- 
cussed. The  Secretary  (Mr.  C.  Condy 
U'Ren),  who  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the 
forthcoming  N.P.U.  Conference  in  London, 
gave  a  brief  outline  of  the  pharmaceutical 
implications  of  the  White  Paper.  After 
discussion,  it  was  agreed  to  recommend  that 
representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  N.P.U.,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  for  Scotland,  should 
comprise  the  -body  to  negotiate  on  behalf  of 
pharmacy;  that  a  board  analogous  to  the 
proposed  Central  Medical  Board  should 
operate  for  pharmacy,  and  that  the  body 
should  have  power  to  limit  the  opening  of 
new  pharmacies  in  order  to  ensure  a  satis- 
factory service.  It  was  further  agreed  that 
the  new  service  should  be  based  upon  all 
dispensing  being  done  through  pharmacies, 
except  for  hospital  in-patients ;    that  all 


drugs,  etc.,  should  be  obtained  throu 
chemists ;  and  that  the  remuneration  m 
paid  to  chemists  for  their  dispensi 
service  was  inadequate.  In  negotiati 
new  terms,  the  following  items  should 
considered  :  Increase  in  overheads ;  eco 
omic  recognition  that  pharmacists  we 
having  to  sacrifice  a  large  proportion 
their  counter  trade  in  order  to  devote  mc 
time  to  dispensing ;  probable  increases 
salaries  following  application  of  forthcomi 
Joint  Industrial  Council  awards; 
adequate  remuneration  to  attract  the  rig 
type  of  person  into  pharmacy. 

The  suggestion  of  being  paid  per  cap 
was  rejected  as  against  the  spirit  of  t 
White  Paper,  in  which  the  patient  must  ha 
freedom  to  choose  his  own  chemist,  and  " 
cause  of  the  registration  and  work  involve 
Other  methods  of  remuneration  were  cc 
sidered,  but  it  was  finally  agreed  th( 
should  be  a  profit  on  drugs  plus  an  increas 
dispensing  fee,  the  present  N.P.U.  dispensii|

NINE-POINT  RESOLUTION  FROM  TORQUAY 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Torquay 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held 
recently,  officers  elected  for  the  year  were : 
Chairman,  Mr.  E.  J.  Bowerman;  Vice- 
chairman,  Mr.  T.  D.  Evans ;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Wyatt;  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  T. 
Franks,  g  Hampton  Place,  St.  Mary  church, 
Torquay.  The  meeting  considered  the  pro- 
posed National  Health  Service,  and,  after 
considerable  discussion,  approved  the 
following  resolutions  to  be  sent  to  the 
Parmaceutical  Society : — 

1.  That  the  layout  and  approach  to  a  com- 
plete medical  service,  as  set  out  in  the  White 
Paper,  leave  the  impression  that  there  is  a 
considerable  latitude  left  for  negotiations. 

2.  That,  in  view  of  this,  the  proposals  for 
a  pharmaceutical  service  as  set  out  by  the 
Society,  including  a  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mission, should  be  withdrawn. 

3.  That,  besides  representation  upon  the 
central  and  local  health  services  councils, 
pharmacy  should  have  a  like  body  to  the 
Central  Medical  Board,  composed  entirely  of 
pharmacists,  with  duties  to  be  discussed  and 
decided  upon. 

4.  That  all  dispensing  shall  be  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  a  pharmacist,  and  that 
the  pubhc  have  the  right  to  take  thteir  prescrip- 
tions where  they  wish. 

5.  That  the  Council  press  forward  with  a 
scheme  of  ethical  conduct  which  shall  be 
compulsory,  thus  assuring  the  Ministry  of 
Health  of  a  continued  professional  standard, 


in  addition  to  increased  safeguards  for  t. 
public. 

6.  That  there  shall  be  no  control  of  openii 
of.  new  pharmacies,  but  rather  a  conditionp 
direction.  Any  control  should  take  place  V 
regulation  of  entrants  to  the  craft. 

■  7.  That  the  principle  be  established  that, 
the  main,  the  dispensing  of  medicines  shall  nji 
be  subsidised  by  other  sides  of  the  businesf 
professional  fees  for  dispensing  are  the  conce 
of  the  Society. 

8.  That  the  Society  take  a  definite  initiati' 
in  giving  the  fullest  pubUcity  to  any  proposa 
for  free  discussion  by  members,  and  be  prepan, 
for  modification  before  decisions  are  made. 

9.  That,  in  view  of  the  important  mattel 
coming  up  for  decision  likely  to  affect  the  welfai 
and  livehhood  of  each  ipember,  it  is  the  view  > 
the  Branch  that  the  Council  does  not  tru 
represent  the  outlook  of  members,  and  that  th 
can  only  be  corrected  by  an  alteration  in  tl 
method  of  election :  in  other  words,  the  Counj 
has  parliamentary  powers,  but  not  on  a  pa 
liamentary  representation. 

Most  of  the  discussion  centred  around  tl 
advisability  of  permitting  dispensing  in  tl 
proposed  health  centres.  A  strong  minorit

Committee  on  National  Pharmaceutical

an  outline  of  views  upon  the  administrative 
structure  proposed  in  the  White  Paper.

Discussion

MANCHESTER  ANNUAL 
MEETINGS 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  local  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  Junior 
Branch  were  held  on  April  25,  Mr.  W. 
Edwards  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
(Mr.  T.  Miller)  read  the  report  of  the 
Association  Council  and  Branch  Executive, 
and  the  Junior  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Tom- 
linson)  that  of  the  junior  executive.  The 
Treasurer  (Mr.  G.  V.  Tyler)  submitted 
the  annual  reports  and  balance  sheets  of 
the  Association  and  Branch,  both  of  which 
showed  a  small  balance  in  hand.  All  the 
reports  were  adopted.  The  Council  of  the 
Association  and  executives  of  the  branch 
and  junior  branch  were  elected,  the  auditor 
(Mr.  H.  Woodhead)'  and  librarian  (Mr.  H. 
Brindle)  being  thanked  for  their  services 
and  re-elected.  Votes  of  thanks  were 
accorded  to  the  president  (Mr.  W.  Edwards), 
Branch  chairman  (Mr.  H.  Brindle)  and 
other  officials.  Representatives  appointed 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
were  Messrs.  E.  Cronin,  J.  H.  Franklin, 
T.  Miller,  W.  E.  Phillipson  and  H.  Steinman. 
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The  Draft  Report  of  tfie  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  year  1943, 
to  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  on 
May  17,  contains  the  following  items: — 

Registration 

Names  on  the  registers  of  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists 
at  the  end  of  the  year  totalled  25,224,  an 
increase  of  ninety-one.  1,669  were  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  an  increase  of.  forty- 
three.  Seven  persons  were  registered  under 
a  reciprocity  agreement,  and  thirty-nine 
foreign  pharmacists  were  granted  temporary 
registration.  Persons  acting  as  superin- 
tendents of  companies,  firms  or  partnerships 
numbered  2,071,  a  decrease  of  seven. 
452  persons  were  registered  during  the 
year  as  apprentices  or  students,  a  decrease 
of  one.  Premises  registered  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
totalled  13,997,  a  decrease  of  446.  3,897 
pharmacists  serving  in  H.M.  Forces  applied 
for  exemption  from  payment  of  annual 
retention  fees. 

Entries,  including  re-entries,  for  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  Intermediate  examina- 
tion numbered  804,  of  whom  402  passed ; 
the  corresponding  figures  for  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination  were 
685  and  322.  There  were  105  entries  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying 
examination  ;  sixty- three  candidates  passed. 
Twenty-seven  candidates  gained  the  di- 
ploma in  biochemical  analysis. 

Law  Enforcement 

Premises  visited  by  the  Society's  inspec- 
tors included  9,453  pharmacies,  5,355  drug 
stores  and  other  shops,  and  the  premises 
of  902  listed  sellers.  Proceedings  were 
instituted  in  forty-eight  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  one 
case  being  dismissed  and  appropriate 
penalties  imposed  in  the  others.  The  con- 
sent ^  of  the  Attorney-General  to  prosecute 
was  sought  in  nine  cases  of  alleged  breaches 
of  Sections  8,  9,  and  12  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  1941 ;  in  six  a  fiat  was 
granted  and  proceedings  were  successfully 
instituted.  The  Council  continues  to  receive 
reports  of  illegal  transactions  in  strychnine. 
During  the  year  the  Council  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  sale 
of  substitutes  for  widely  used  medicines  in 
which  one  or  more  of  the  ingredients,  being 
statutory  poisons,  have  been  omitted.  The 
increasing  sale  of  preparations  containing 


hormones  or  glandular  extracts  recei 
attention.  Difficulties  of  applying  the  A 
to  these  preparations  point  to  the  need 
new  legislation.  2,763  periodicals  w 
examined,  and  a  decision  was  secured 
the  use  of  the  words  "Not  to  be  taken 
case  of  pregnancy"  constituted  a  br 
of  the  law. 

In  the  case  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Littlewood's  Mail  Order  Stores,  Ltd., 
Court  held  that  the  word  "supervisio 
requires  the  pharmacist  to  have  cognisai 
of  each  sale  as  it  takes  place.  The  resti 
tion  on  sale  of  substances  recommended 
medicines  and  sold  under  a  B.P.  or  B. 
description  has  had  the  effect  of  bring 
on  to  the  market  a  range  of  substan 
sold  under  proprietary  designations 
outside  the  control  of  the  Foods  and  Drij 
Acts.  Interpretations  of  the  definitica 
"substance  recommended  as  a  medicin 
and  "proprietary  designation"  were  bei 
sought.  The  interpretation  of  the  wc 
"shops"  was  the  subject  of  a  decision 
the  High  Court,  and  the  Council  circulat  ' 
a  copy  of  the  judgment  to  all  lo( 
authorities. 

Education 

The  report  of  a  Privy  Council  Visitor  to  t 
examinations  led  to  meetings  of  the  Educ 
tion  Committee  with  teachers  and  exai 
iners.  As  a  result,  draft  new  syllabuses^ 
biology  and  physiology  were  prepared  ai 
submitted  to  teachers  and  boards  j 
examiners.

The  Council  called  a  conference  on  em- 
ployee organisation ;  agreement  was  not 
reached  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken,  but 
an  agreed  report  was  subsequently  pub- 
lished. Steps  were  taken  to  remedy  the 
absence  of  arrangements  for  making  known 
outside  pharmaceutical  circles  the  work  and 
views  of  the  Society. 

National  Health  Service 

Following  publication  of  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Social  Insurance  and 
Allied  Services,  the  Council  prepared  a 
statement  setting  out  the  principles  on 
which  they  considered  that  the  pharmaceu- 
tical service  in  a  national  health  service 
should  be  based.  Later  the  Minister  of 
Health  received  a  deputation. 

The  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
granting  of  the  Society's  Royal  Charter 
took  place  during  the  year;  the  event 
was  marked  by  an  address  by  the  president. 

The  Statutory  Committee  conducted 
twenty-one  disciplinary  inquiries,  directing 
the  removal  from  the  Register  of  the  names 
of  eight  pharmacists  and  disqualifying 
one  body  corporate  for  five  years. 

Council  Meeting 

Matters  dealt  with  "in  committee"  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  held  on  May  2  included 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  British  Council 
confirming  their  assumption  of  responsibility 
for  administering  the  scheme  of  scholarships 
for  Chinese  students.  It  was  reported  that 
Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  had  agreed  to 
give  a  scholarship.  Mrs.  Irvine  submitted  a 
motion  proposing  that  the  Council  should 
forthwith  act  upon  the  power  given  them 
by  the  Examination  Regulations  to  apply 
to  apprenticeship  served  in  shops  the 
conditions  for  practical  courses  of  study  at 
present  applied  to  apprenticeship  served  in 
hospitals  and  manufacturing  laboratories. 
The  motion  was  lost,  but  an  amendment  by 
Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  that  these  conditions 
should  be  enforced  "as  soon  as  practicable" 
was  carried.  Resolutions  from  the  East 
Cumberland  and  Torquay  Branches  were 
referred  to  the  Joint  Committee.  The 
recommendations  of  this  Committee  upon 
the  administrative  structure  of  the  White 
Paper  proposals  were  received  and  referred 
to  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting.  A 
report  of  the  Council's  Wednesday  session 
was  given  in  last  week's  issue  (p.  493).

Pharmacy  Under  k  Bureaucracy 

Sir, — Little  thought  appears  to  have 
been  given  to  the  part  that  pharmacists 
must  play  in  the  much-debated  State 
medical  service,  and,  in  the  haste  of  the 
moment,  pharmaceutical  service  has  either 
been  taken  for  granted  or  completely 
omitted.  Whichever  the  case  may  be,  it  is 
recognised  that  medical  consultation  is  of 
no  value  without  the  immediate  availability 
of  prescribed  medicaments.  Thus  scientific 
pharmacy  must  have  consideration  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the  other  allied  medical 
sciences.  Current  pharmaceutical  opinion 
is  that  pharmacy  as  a  science  is  being 
neglected  and  only  partially  mobilised  for 
the  nation's  benefit,  the  reason  suggested 
for  this  foolish  attitude  being  that,  as  the 
economy  of  the  current  medical  arrange- 
ments demand  that  pharmacists  should  be 
employed  in  shops  rather  than  in  labora- 
tories, popular  opinion,  notorious  for  its 
inaccuracy,  regards  us  as  shopkeepers 
rather  than  technicians.  It  should  be  noted 
that  these  "shopkeepers "  are  at  the  moment 
having  to  subsidise  the  National  Health 
Insurance  funds  with  several  months' 
financial  credit,  and  when  payment  is  made 
it  is  frequently  inadequate  to  meet  phar- 
macists' commitments  for  the  actual  cost 
of  drugs  supplied.  Finally,  the  prospects 
of  being  controlled  by  non-technical  civil 
servants,  with  the  horrors  of  bureaucracy 
and  its  inevitable  delay,  does  not  make 
for  happiness,  nor  does  it  promote  an 
attitude  essential  for  a  Utopian  medical 
service.  A  brilliant  example  of  bureaucratic 
delay  has  recently  occurred  in  my  own 
pharmacy.  Having  the  apparatus  necessary 
for  the  production  of  small  amounts  of 
penicillin  filtrate,  I  made  contact  with  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  for  certain 
information,  and  a  possible  source  of  supply 
of  the  pure  culture.  To  date,  three  weeks 
after  the  original  request  was  made,  no 
information  is  to  hand  but,  by  taking  up 
the  matter  with  a  certain  manufacturer,  I 
obtained  such  assistance  immediately  that 
penicillin  is  already  in  production  at  this 
address.  If  the  lapse  of  over  three  weeks 
by  the  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  is 
an  indication  of  the  bureaucratic  efficiency 
that  will  operate  in  the  pending  State 
medical  service,  the  public  had  better 
abandon  the  slogan  "health  for  all"  and 
change  the  name  of  the  intended  service.

The  first  of  these  resolutions  is  self-explar 
tory.  As  regards  the  second,  my  commitl 
strongly  contests  Mr.  Peddie's  suggestion  th 
the  small  trader  is  "uneconomic"  and  is  cc 
vinced,  after  most  careful  inquiry,  that  distril 
tion  through  a  number  of  independent  outi 
serves  the  community's  interest  much  betl 
than  monopolisation  of  trade  by  a  few  lar 
units.  It  believes  that  it  would  be  monstrd 
if  the  co-operative  societies,  which  alreai 
enjoy  unfair  advantages  over  the  independe 
trader,  were  granted  preferential  treatme 
after  the  war,  and  holds  that  priority  in  t 
grant  of  Hcences  should  be  given  to  privs 
traders  who  had  to  give  up  their  businesses 
being  called  up  for  war  service  or  owing  to  ott 
circumstances  caused  by  the  war.  My  coi 
mittee  desires  to  press  these  views  on  I 
Majesty's  Government,  and  will  welcoc 
an  assurance  from  you  that  they  will  rece^ 
full  and  sympathetic  consideration.
